24.—After an iH 
night sea battle between a squadron 
of German submarines and the Jus­ 
ticia, one of the biggest liners afloat, 
the Justicia .was sunk on Saturday 
morning off the north coast of Ire­ 
land, it was 
learned 
this afternoon. 
Qne of the attacking U-boats was 
sunk by shell fire from the vessel. 
There was loss of life on the Jus­ 
ticia, the casualties being estimated 
at from 9 to 11 dead. 
The first attack was made on Fri­ 


day, but it was not until today that 
knowledge of the sinking of the ves­ 
sel was made public. 
The Justicia, formerly the Holland- 
American 
liner 
Stnetendam, 
was 
chartered by the American govern- 
nfent thirteen months ago and was 
being used as a transport. 
She was 
on her way to an 
American port 
when sunk. 
Four hundred and three survivors 
weYe landed at an Irish port. 
Seven depth bombs were fired in 
an effort to destrcy

make a speech to you, but I over­ 
strained my voice in three Liberty 
Loan campaigns and the doctors have 
forbidden me to make any speeches 
for a short time; but I do want to 
tell you that I am glad to see you 
and be associated with you in doing 
a very gteat work for our country. 
To us railroad men has been assign­ 
ed one of the biggest parts in this 
war. 
It depends upon us whether or 
not the Kaiser will be licked ten 
times as quickly as he otherwise will 
be. 
I know we are going to lick 
him ten times as quickly because the 
railroad men of the United States are 
going to do their duty to Uncle Sam. 
You are all Unclt Sam’s 
servants 
now, no private 
interests 
controls js, 
the railroads any more. 
Uncle Sam 
is in command; he has his hand on 
tho throttle; he. is . running 
these 
railroads; and you are going to help 
him make a success of it. 
I want 
to give you all just as fair treat­ 
ment as I know how, but we are all 
servants o f the American people, you 
and I alike, and it depends upon the 
way in which we discharge our re­ 
sponsibilities whether 
or not 
the 
American people are going to treat 
us right. 
The strength of our posi­ 
tion must always rest upon public 
opinion; what I do for you from time 
to time must be done with reference 
to what is jus£, not alone to you but 
to the public which has got to pay 
the bill. 
I want to give you a square 
deal and the public wants to give you 
a square deal, but the public wants 
you to give R a square deal as well. 
When your wages are raised, how do 
we get the money to pay it? 
We 
have to put up the fates on all the 
American people and if we do not 
treat them fairly they will refuse to 
sustain me in trying to heln you. 
I 
want you to help me do the square 
thing for the American people while 
I rm trying to do the square thing 
for y< u. That is fair all around. rin’t

I know that the machinists and 
the shopmen think they 
were not 
treated fairly in the original wage 
commission’s report. 
There are pe­ 
culiar conditions 
affecting the ma­ 
chinists and 
the 
shopmen of the 
country. 
Because I recognize that I 
appointed- a new 
commission, 
the 
Board of Railroad Wages and Work­ 
ing Conditions. 
They have made a 
report to me. 
I am working on that 
report, and shall render a decision 
on the twenty-fifth 
of this 
month! 
When that decision is m^de I want 
you to know that I have conscien­ 
tiously dope the best 1 could for you, 
having just regard to your interest 
end the interests of the 
public. 
I 
want vou all to accept that decision 
like true p a ta ta 
putting 
country 
above self or selfish interests, like 
our brave 
soldiers 
are 
doing in 
France. 
We owe that much to our 
splendid sons who are shedding their 
blood to make our jobs and our homes

GERMANS DELIVER COUNTER ATTACK 


The Gap Between 
R and Soissons 
Narrowed to 25 Miles 


A n unsuccessful effort has been made by the Germans to 
widen the base of their salient between the Aisne and Marne 
rivers by striking against the allied positions in the Vrigny sec­ 
tor, five miles west by south of Rheims... All of the German at­ 
tacks in that region broke down under the sturdy resistance of 
the French, and the allied line was maintained intact. 
Heavy artillery duels developed along the ALsne-Marne-Cham- 
pagne front over night. Unofficial advices from the front indicated 
that the allies were continuing sharp local thrusts over a wide 
area, and that they were steadily gaining ground despite the re­ 
sistance of the German rear guard. 
This was the seventh day of the Franco-American offensive 
and during that time, according to authoritative estimates, the 
Germans have suffered losses of 180.000, not counting jthe 25,000 
men lost in prisoners. They have been beaten back at every point 
and now the neck of the salient btween Rheims and Soissons is 
only about 25 miles wide, a dangerously narrow bottled neck for 
a big army to retreat through.

W IRE SYSTEMS 


The official proclam ation of Presi­ 
dent Wilson taking over control of 
the wire system s by the federal gov­ 
ernm ent, will bring relief to the pub­ 
lic. 
For some time past* the service 
given by the Morse lines, notably the 
W estern Union, has been exceptional­ 
ly 
unreliable 
and 
unsatisfactory. 
This was no doubt due to the obsti­ 
nate stand which the company took 
against the recognition of the Tele­ 
grapher’s Union, and its determ ina­ 
tion to pursue its own course regard 
leas of the interests of the public or 
o i the national crisis. 
It is extrem ely doubtful 
if 
the 
m anagem ent of the wire lines will 
ever be restored to the original own­ 
ers. 
Like the railroads, the tele­ 
graph companies, especially, 
effect 
the national life too intim ately for 
their control to be 
vested 
in the 
hands of men who have only profit- 
m aking in view, and whose whims 
and vagaries take 
precedence 
over 
the w elfare of their clients. 
Service 
m ust in future be the aim of all pub­ 
lic utilities, and to get service there 
m ust be a higher m ark to shoot at 
than merely declaring dividends. 
The biggest idea just now in con­ 
nection with the taking over of the 
wire lines, is the certainty th at there 
wiU be no strikes called. 
These will 
not be tolerated, and differences be­ 
tween owners and employes will be 
side-tracked as a m inor issue during 
the war period.

of the Aldbaina Extension Service. I 
Last year Alabama produced 90,000,- 
000 bushels of corn* and Dr. Thomas 
estim ates that 8 per cent of this was ! 
destroyed by weevils, 
which would 
amount to 7,200,000 bushels. 
It does j 
not take much figuring to see how ; 
much money is being: lost 
through 
the «damage done by this pest. 
Dr. 
Thomas gives the following inform a­ 
tion as to how to prevent some of 
the damage caused by this weevil: 
“Six weeks after the roasting ear 
stage the wegvils will begin to spread 
to the main crop if no steps are tak­ 
en to prevent their increase. 
There­ 
fore, gather all corn left on these 
early patches. In other words, spring 
the “tra p ” which has been “baited” 
with early corn, and either feed it 
out or fum igate it without delay. 
If 
fum igated, use carbon 
disulphid at 
the rate of 7% to 10 pounds for 
every 10Ó bushels when in hulk, or 
1 pound to 100 cubic feet of space 
if in a tight room. 
‘O therw ise, your early patch will 
be a breeding place for corn weevils 
and a source of infestation to the 
rem ainder of the com crop. 
‘‘Clean out the corn cribs and bins 
thoroughly and never mix the late 
nurturing cornAvith the early variety 
when harvested. 
. “Select your seed in the field and 
do not forget to look for a long tight- 
fitting shuck in addition to t^e other 
desirable 
characteristics - necessary 
for good seed ears.”

“ red ru st” but upon investigation it 
is found that most of this dam age is 
being done by the presence of it small 
insect called red spider, which may 
be found by examining closely on the 
under side of the leaf. 
This small 
insect resembles a plant louse and Is 
red in appearance, just large enough 
to he detected by the naked eye. 
The red spider is very active in 
dry weather with cool nights sim ilar 
to what we have recently been hav­ 
ing, 
It seems to pass the winter 
on certain flowers found in the yard 
such as violets and sometimes found 
on polk berry stalks, spreading from 
these plants in th e 'sp rin g . 
It 
is 
classed with the sucking insect group 
hence cannot be poisoned but m ay 
be destroyed by sprays such as to­ 
bacco preparations, 
kerosene emul­ 
sion which can 
be made 
at home.

on a population of 15,000 served in New Decatufr and Decatur. Only 
the large consumers are metered, and it Will lie observed that the 
consumption is excessive, due, no doubt, 1»» waste, which reduces 
the amount of water available for fire protection.” 
Please observe that the average daily consum pthn was at this time 
1.670,000 gallons, and was eonahlered excessive. 
The 
W ater 
Company 
frequently pumps twice that am ount of water daily. 
The same report also contains the following: 
“ Present rate of domestic eom-utnption is excessive anti should 
be reduced as the waste from unmetered services reduces the amount 
of w ater available for fire protection, and, therefore, im pairs the 
efficiency of the protection. 
It is strongly urged that all consumers 
be placed on and served on a m eter basis.”

would leave a larger supply of water for fire protection.” »

amuunts to $489.00.

25,0000 W om en W anted to Enroll in the 
U nited States Student Nurse Reserve 


ifne government is calling for 25,» 
000 young women to join the United 
States Student Nurae Reserve and 
hold themselves in readiness to train 
for service as nurses. 
The war is creating an unpreced­ 
ented demand 
for trained 
nurses. 
Only those who have taken the full 
training course are eligible for serv­ 
ice with our forces overseas. These 
nurses are being d^awn largely from 
our hospitals at home. Their places 
must be filled by student nurses en­ 
rolled for the full training course of 
from two to three 
years. 
Every 
young woman who enrolls In 
the 
United States Student Nurse Reserve, 
is releasing a nurse for 
service at 
the front and swelling 
the 
home 
army which we must rely on to act 
as our second line of hospital de­ 
fense. Upon the health of the Amer­ 
ican people will dépend the spirit of 
their fighting forces. 
Age—The call is for women be­ 
tween the ages of nineteen and thir­ 
ty-five. 
Qualifications—Intelligent, respon­ 
sible women of good education and 
sound health are wanted—the pick 
of the country. 
A college edu­ 
cation 
is 
a 
valuable 
asset, 
and 
many hospitals will give credit for 
it. 
Credit will also be given for a 
special scientific 
equipment 
or for 
preliminary training in nursing, such 
as that given in special courses now 
being conducted by various colleges 
and schools. 
Some schools, on the 
other hand, do not even require a 
full high-school education. 
Enrollment—Women will be given 
an opportunity to 
enrolf 
in 
the 
United States Students Nurse Re­ 
serve in any one of three ways. 
(1) 
As engaging to hold 
them­ 
selves in readiness 
until 
April 1, 
1919, 
to 
accept 
assignments 
to 
nurses* 
training 
schools. 
These 
women will be sent to the schools 
as fast as vacancies occur. 
Those 
of superior 
qualifications 
will be 
given preference, and it is, of course, 
possible that not everyone who en­ 
rolls will be accepted. 
(2) 
As desiring to become candi­ 
dates for the Army Nursing School 
recently established by authority of 
the War Department, 
with branch 
school in selected military hospitals 
(8) 
As engaging to hold thenv 
solves 
in readiness until 
April 1, 
1919, to accept assignments to either 
a civilian training school or* the 
Army Nursing School. 
Those who 
so enroll will be called where the 
first need arises. 
The 
government 
hopes that a majority of those who 
enroll will thus put down their names 
for both. 
The Nurses’ 
Training 
School! 
There 
are 1,579 
nurses’ 
training 
schools in this country. 
Their need 
is as great and imperative as that 
of the Army School 
of 
Nursing. 


Those who enroll for these schools 
will be assigned as vacancies occur. 
The enrollment card will indicate 
two classes of registrants—Prefer­ 
red and Deferred. 
The 
Preferred 
class will be those who are ready 
to accept assignment 
to whatever 
hospital 
the 
government 
directs 
them, although they may state what 
training school they 
prefer to be 
sent to. 
Those vyho register in the 
Preferred class will be assigned first, 
and all possible consideration will be 
given to their preference as stated. 
The Deferred class is composed of 
those who limit their pledge of serv­ 
ice—that is, who will not engage to 
go except to certain hospitals. This 
class is intended largely for those 
who, f|»r family reasons, can not 
accept training at a distance from 
their homes. 
Those who register in 
the Deferred class will be assigned, 
only after the Preferred class is ex­ 
hausted.

The government relies on the pat­ 
riotism of those who enroll to fill 
out Preferred cards if they possibly 
can, thus volunteering to go where 
they are most needed. 
Nobody will be assigned to any 
schools whose conditions of training 
are not approved by the State Board 
of Nurse Examiners. 
Terms of training—Tbe term 
of 
training varies from 
two to three 
years, according to the requirements 
of the particular school to which the 
student nurse may be 
sent.

course takes less than two years nor 
more than three.

What the training course prepares 
for—At present every woman who 
completes satisfactorily her training 
in any accredited school is eligible 
for service as an array nurse at the 
front and stands a chance of being 
assigned to duty abroad. 
At the 
same time she will be qualified to 
'am her living in one of the noblest 
professions open to women. It should 
be remembered, 
furthermore, 
that 
her usefulness will begin no*, when 
she graduates 
from 
the 
training 
school but as soon as she enters it. 
Practical nursing work is a part of 
the work of every training sbhool, 
and the student nurse is not only 
learning to serve but serving 
her 
country from the outset. 
Finances—The student nurse gets 
her board, lodging, and tuition free 
at practically every training school, 
and in most cases receives a small 
remuneration to cover the coat of 
books and uniforms. 
After gradua­ 
tion she has an eaTning capacity of 
from $100 to $300 a month. Private- 
duty nurses now receive an average 
of from $100 to $120 a month to­ 
gether with board while on duty; 
institution nurses from $50 to $250 
a month together with board, lodg­ 
ing, and laundry; and public-health 
nurses from $100, to $250 a month 
without maintenance. 
There is no 
danger of the earning capacity 
of 
nurses being lowered after the war 
ends on account of the great number 
who will then be qualified 
for the 
profession; the country will need all 
the nurses that can be trained, not 
only during the war but after it, es­ 
pecially 
for 
reconstruction 
work. 
Even if the war ends within three 
years, every student nurse will be 
able to complete her training and 
will be needed. 
An honorable service—Ever since 
the days of Florence Nightingale the 
nursing profession has been one of 
especial honor. It was never so hon­ 
orable as it is today.' 
The army 
needs every nurse it can get to “keep 
up with the draft.” 
The United 
States Student Nurse Reserve is the 
equivalent for women of the great 
National Army training camps for 
soldiers. 
The government will rely 
upon the student nurses to fight dis­ 
ease at home, to care for those in­ 
jured and disabled in our hazardous 
war industries, and to make them­ 
selves ready to serve when the time 
comes as fully trained nurses, either 
abroad or at home. Let us show that
